The prior art of record do not teach or suggest the claimed limitation of the 
printing and display device comprising: 

a stand attached to the flat panel display for supporting the flat panel display and 
the printer, wherein 

the stand includes at least one receptacle configured to accept at least one 
replaceable ink cartridge for supplying ink to the printer, wherein 
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the printing and display device is configured such that the paper to be printed is 
fed manually into a paper path that directs the paper from a region adjacent the upper 
edge of the flat panel display, past the printhead for printing, then out of the device 
adjacent a lower edge of the flat panel display. The claimed device is depicted in fig. 32 
of the Drawing. 

The features identified, in combination with other claim limitations, are neither 
suggested nor discussed by the prior art of record. 

The most relevant prior art Inoue (US 6,120,127) discloses a device having a 
display and a printer wherein the display and the printer are supported by the main body 
of the device. Inoue, however, does not disclose the applicant's claimed combination of 
the stand having receptacle for accepting an ink cartridge and the flat panel having the 
claimed paper feeding path.
